Dr. Wellington Koo’s Appeal for More Fiscal Liberty. 


. . Washington, November 24. 
A communique states that Dr. Wellington Koo proposed to 
restore to China the right to fix and differentiate in import tariff 
rates, but said tbat as it appeared hardly possib e to establish a new | 
regime immediately full autonomy should be restored to Chins after 
a certain agreed perind. Meanwhile Chios would impose a maximum 
rate and would like to enjoy fuller freedom within that maximum, 
such as the right of giffe:entiation among different classes of com- 
moditie:, but as the present financial condition of the Chinese Gov- 
erowent required some immediate relief it was proposed from 
January 1, 1922, that the import tariff be Paised to te percent. as 
stipulated in the treaty with the United States, Britain and Japan. 
Dr. Koo advanced a number of reasons in support of his propozals. 
A general discussion followed, after which the subject was referred 
to a sub-committee as agreed on the 220d. inst, the members of which 
were announced as follow: Chairm.an, Senator Underwood (United 
States); Baron De Cartier alternately with M. Catcier (Balgiam); Sir 
Robert Borden alternately with Str. Locker-Lampaga (British Em- 
pire): De. Wellington Koo (China); M. Sarraut (France); Siznor 
. Albertini alternately with Signor Vincenz> Filati (Italy): Mr. Hani- 
bars (Japank M. 3S. Beelaerts with Van Biokland (Hollznd), and 
Capt. Eraesto Vasconcellos (Portugal). 
The committee then adjourned till the 25th. inst. 


Lord Curzon’s Caution. 


London, November 24. 

Speaking at a luncheon in the City. Lard Curzon made refer- 
ence to the Washington Conference and uttered a caution that it 
was no bse reducing sea armaments if it was still contemplated to 
pile op vest land armaments. All nations musi act proportionately to 
their position and ability. Britain cannot accept to submit to 
sacrifices while others did not notice them. [f Britain, whose naval 
responsibilities are the greatest in the world, was willing to reduce her 
navel strength, other Powers should not ke allowed to build up other 
instruments of attack, either by sir or ses, which would render our 
sacrifice nugatory and expose us to undue risk. : 

Proceeding to enlarge upon the necessity of international co 
operation. hs lordship saidthat if France attempted to adop: her 
own isolated individual. policy, she would not injure Germang in the 
long ron ond would failto protect herself. France's real strength 
tay in the fact that the conscience and com’ ined forces of the world 
will rot tolerate the reappearance ip the heart of Europ? of a great 
riangarous Power always rattling the sword-scabbard and perpetual- 
Iv menacing the people of Earope. : 


A Word to France. 


» Lord Curzon emphasised the necessity of showing Germany 
that the Treaty must be enforced, but no policy of retaliation or re- 
venge could be tolerated. He pointed to the examples of successful 
co-operation of the Powers in the settlement of the Silesian Adriatic, 
and Russo-Polisb questiocs, the deposition of Karl, :he prohibition 
of the return of the ex-Kaiser to.Germany, and the coming Franco- 
Kernalist agreement, and said that terms of peace between the 
Creeks and Turks would never be reached ifindividual Powers tried 
to steal a march on others and concluded independent arrangements. 
Such plans would lead to aculde eae, from which we would never 
emerge. There would baa better chance of securing peace if the 
great Powers’ acted unitedly. 

His lordship concluded with a reference to the fact that since | 
the Imperial Conference foreign affairs palicy hed become Empire 
polics (cheers). That was a great source of encouragement and

A special sub-com- 

mittee is ccnsidering the plan which Mr. Alfred Sze explained was 

twelve and half per cent. duty from January Ist next, followed by 

a period wherein China will be permitted to fix her own rates, 

finally achieving complete autonsmy. : 
Italy and the Chinese Consortium. 

Italy’s desire to participate in the Chinese Consortium was 
revealed in an Interview with Signor Albertini. ane cf the Htalian 
delegates at the Washington Conference and Signor Ricci, the 
Italian ambassador at Washington. Signer Albertini argued that 
Italian participation night remove some of Chin's objectians to the 
plan as a whcle and added that the subject had not yet been con- 
sidered in any but a formal way by the Conference. 

Dr. Wellington Koo on Chinese Tariffs Treaty. 

According to a Washington communique, the Far Eastern_Com-_ 
mittee, at which Mr. Hanihara was present for the first time, dis- 
cussed the question’ of Chinese customs. .Dr, Wellington Koo made 
a statement, emphasising that China did not desire to interfere at 
present with the administration of maritime customs or the devo 
tijn of the proceeds to the Nquidation of the fareign loans upon 
which they were secared. He preceeded to give a brief account of 
the origin of the Chinese Treaty concerning tariffs and in concluding 
declared that as prises had mounted the Treaty Powers had net 
requested a revision of the tariffs and China nad not asked for a 
ravision ag the revenue collected from sther sources was inadequate 
to meet its requirements. ,

Here is her pen picture of the 
train’ journeys to Brindisi from 
Naples (with eight in the car- 
riage} :— . 

“J heard 1 Neapolitan Jew 
after gazing at me, say to his 
friend tbat [ was charming.

“Thanks to papa pref rring to 
listen to Cook’s man, who met us 
at the station, instead of our 
courier Corelli, we were bundled 
into a bus with eight people in it, 
and there we waited an hour 
until everyone had reclaimed 
their luggage As there were 
two ships and several buses, & 
stormy confusion raged between 
the passengers. Oaths in every 
language and a jumble of Italian, 
French. English, and American 
voices reached our ears.” 


“MY IDEA OF HELL”

“As the ship was still, and we 
were tired, we dozed off. Sud- 
deny we were awakened by the 
most awful noises, doors banging, 
people talking, every voice on 
each side distinctly heard—only 
thin planks between the cabins— 
porters, people, and baggage over- 
head, which went on most of the 
night 

“Huse boxes and cases were 
dragzed along over our heads 
and bamped dosn; sometimes 
three or four for each box. There 
mast have heen at Jeast a han- 
dred.

EX-KAISER'’S FAKED TAX 
RETURN, 

—— 
Official Investigation To Be 

Made. 

Several of ex-Kaisar William's 
accounts have been handed to the 
German Finance Ministry for 
purposes of examination in con- 
nection with what Vorwaerts the 
Socialist organ, asserts to be 
deliberate” faking™ to escape 
jocome tax, states a message 
from Berlin. ; : 

According to Fonrverts which 
is particularly well informed in 
these matters, the administrators 
of the ex-Imperial] estates in Gez- 
many had a profit for the year 
1920 of 25 million marks (nominal 
equivalent, £1,250,000), on which 
income tax would have samonnt- 
ed 1015 millions. orcaerts as- 
serts, however, quoting documents

ACCOUNTS JUGGLED. 

Whether tuese surpluses are 
teally chargeable with the tax, 
and, if so, to what extent, will 
depend on a compromise to be 
arranged between the Crown 
representatives aod the Covero- 
ment, bus the letter quoted by 
Vorwcerts states :"* The possibility 
must be taken into account that 
the full tax will ba levied,” after 
which statement the proposal was 
made to jaggle the accounts. The 
expenses side of the royal ac- 
counts was then wroogfully in- 
creased, oo that the total reserve 
fund would disappear and the tax 
be dodged. 

The official announcement that 
the documents had been handed 
to the Finance Ministry for ex- 
amination states that the ex- 
Kaiser's administrators appeal to 
certain legal enactments, but 
Vorwaete scouts the appeal. 

An assertion is also made that 
tha ex-Kaiser is being preferenti- 
ally treated by certain taxing 
authorities, who eitber levy no 
taxes or levy, but don’t collact,

Mr, Buchan’s New. Edition. 

‘Mr. John Buchan is repablish- 
ing thromgh the press of Messrs, 
Nelson and Sone “A History af 
the Great War.” It will be in 
four large size volumes, Tha first 
book consists of over 550 pages, 
and concludes with ths atory of 
the battle of Neuve Chapeliae—a 
“test action,” the deduction from 
which, according to the ‘author, 
wasto have a sinister affect on 
the res" conduct af the war. 
Readers who were engrossed ig 
the study of Mr. Buohan's 24 
volume history will expect 
to see much fin>, vigorous 
writing in the revised work 
“ Purple patches ” are numerous, 
and Mr. Buchan’s broad ganeral. 
isations are always interesting 
and invarisbly : fair: When he 
was writing tha earlier work tha 
press censorship waaa stern ty 
ality; but to-day the anthor eax- 
presses his views with freedom, 
and ho is able to weigh up a battle 
from both sides—for many Ger- 
man books are at his disposal, 
whila the literaturs from the 
Allies’ sida grows steadily. Afr. 
Buchan proves that our own 
people, with but fow axceptions, 
ucderrated the tremendous or- 
dealinto which they entered in 
Angust, 1914. The penalty had 
duly to bo paid. But if maoy 
mistakes were made on the side 
of the Allies, the calculating Ger- 
mans, with years of preparation 
behind them, were also gravely at 
fault, as the anthor repeatedly 
demonstrates, 

GERMAN FEET OF CLay. 

Mr. Buchan has some finepass., 
ages sbout the modern British 
soldier; but hs is sincera in his 
praise cf the gallantry of France 
and the bravery of Bolgiom, 
Writing on the preliminary fight- 
ing around Liege, Mr. Buchan 
seys: “For ll daysthe forts of 
Liege had stood ont. against the 
enemy and blocked his main ad- 
vance. It may befarly said that 
their resistance pat back the Ger.

A great natios, 
which for = generation bad g ven 
tlself up to the study of war, and 
bad boasted throughout the world 
of its Arsoy, found itself held io 
the gates by a fitcle onmilitary 
people that it despiso3. Is was 
much that Belgium should defy 
Germany; it was more thit sho 
should make good her defence. 
The triamph was moral—ao 
advertisement to the world that 
the ancient Faiths of the couo'ry 
could sul! serve the arm for 
battle, and that the German iJo!, 
for all its splendour, had feet of 
clay.” 

MIND OF THE BRITISH SOLDIE2. 

Discussing the British Army 
which followed the “Oll Con- 
templidles,” Mr. Bachan sxys:

The crew of the New York 
Maru which went ashore on the 
Paracels some time ago have been 
rescued. They were taken off by

the assistance of the wrecked 
vessel. Taking advantage of a 
spell of better weather and less 
rough seas the Gozan Maru got 
near enough to effect the reseue.

Tt is learned tbat the New York 
Maru is very badly damaged. 
She was a new boat, buil: only 
two years ago. Hope has not 
wholly been abandoned of saving 
her, darnaged as sho ig, bat the 
Japanese tug boat which, we were 
informed by the agents some 
dass ago, had been ordered to 
proceed to her assistance is 
leaving Hongkong to-day. 

Thetug Hebry Keswick arrived 
back at seven o'clock last evening. 
She proved herself a fine sea boat, 
bat neither she nor the destroyers 
could get nesr the damaged 
vessel because of the beary seas. 
The New York Maru lies on the 
weather side of Bombay Shoal 
and to approach ber was merely 
to court disaster. The Henry 
Keswick had no luck. The 
weather was never fora moment 
favourable; hesvy seas meant 
eating up coal and a consequent 
shortage sent her to Tourane 
where, we are told, she had to 
pay a very stiff price for enfficient 
coal to bring ber to Hongkong. 
She picked up Tuesday a wireless 
message from Saigon stating that 
the crew hed been rescued.

Amazing Story about a 
German Officer. 


“Tee the best thing is to set 
Dovglas free. I must make him 
free without my soiling his soul 
of honour, as, doubtless, that is 
what divorce would do, and I am 
taking the only way possible.” 

Underlying the above letter. 
written by Mre. Mary Aludia 
Campbell, who was bound over at 
the Cardiff Quarter Sessions on a 
charre of attempting to commit 
avicide, isan extraordinary story. 

It was stated that tbe womao 
shot herself whilst bolding a 
photograph of her husband. 

Mrs, Campbell is the wife of an 
officer in the British Navy, and 
the daughter of a Dutch Lieu- 
tenant-General, who has been 
Governor of the Dutch Indies. 

During the hearing of the 
charge at the Cardiff Sessions the 
woman's counsel said that if he 
went into the details of the story, 
it would make remarkable read- 

% ing. 

THE WOMAN'S STORY. 

Subsequently Mrs. Campbell a 
prepossessing woman of about 34 
years of age, told the following 
tale to Pressmen:—

Nor does 
the Indian peasant who wants 
Manchaster calico for bis trousers 
-go to an exhibition to laok for it. 
Tho great staple trades have been 
catablished for centuries, and for 
them the aniount of advertise- 
ment gained from an exhibition 
ia not always commensurate with 
the money they spend.
